the company. ‘Detectives were sent out 
at once to arrest the two Peloquins. 
Peter Peloquin is believed to have fied 
the city earlier in the day. 


. Safe “Dial” Undoes Him. 
“The finding of a dial lying under the 
Twelfth street viaduct caused Burgess 
to weaken and admit his connection with 
the crime. He was the custodian of the 
dials to the company’s safes in Chicago, 
and in. this ‘capacity was the only em- 
ployé who had access to the money 
vaults in the express cars.. 

Burgess wept as he told of the plan- 
ning and execution of the robbery and 
named the places where he said the 
money had been taken for safekeeping 
after the crime. This part of the con- 
fession was guarded by the police until 
after efforts could be made to recover 
the money. 

Burgess exonerated A. R. Andrews,

We must be quite clear about the fact that, if the 
Russian chooses the Englishman as his friend, the 
world-power of Germany is relegated to a misty dis- 
tance ; it ts, indeed, doubtful whether, in that event, 
Our object can ever be achieved. Moreover, in addi- 
tion to this loss, we shall have for a long time to 
come to reckon with Continental struggles which 
will cost blood, money, and strength, and the result 
of which—with Germany standing at the side of Aus- 
tria-Hungary against Russia, France, and England— 
cannot be calculated.

| Tribune Cook Book | 
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BY JANE EDDINGTON. : 
Corn Meal Bannock. 


HE “ wheatiess " days urged should 
not coincide with the meatless 
days. Corn meal bréads with bacon 
or other forms of pork make a 
heavy fuel diet, and such diets are highly 
justifiable if taken under the right con- 
ditions. They are hardly suitable for the 
judge and the office man. 
A corn meal egg bread is more justi- 
fiable with roast beef than is a Yorkshire 
pudding. Dietetically, the Yorkshire pud- 
ding with roast beef ia entirely superfiu- 
ous. The egg bread miltizetee somewhat 
this superfiuity, 
There is a call for corn meal breads 
without the admixture of wheat. In that 
old book “The Frugal Housewife ” 
(1835) there is a recipe| for,one which 
reads as follows: “ Indian cake, or ban- 
nock, is sweet and cheap food. One 


of molasses, two teaspoonfuls of salt, a 
bit of shortening. half as big as a hen's 
ess, stirred together; make it. pretty 
moist with scalding water, put it into a 


‘| well greasea pan, amooth over the sur- 


face with a gpoon, and bake it brown 
on both sides before a quick fire. A little | 
stewed pumpkin scalded with the meal 
improves the cake. Bannock split and 
dipped in butter maken | very nice 
toast.” 
Of course we cannot inate this before 
an open fire, because few of us have 
that, but we can use a griddle or a 
Dutch oven. One-fourth of this recipe 
baked in the latter kettle, if rightly man- 
aged, makea a rather palatable cake.

This universally favorite table green

@ garden without it. One or two yards 
of garden row to each member of the 
household, with a new sowing every 
three weeks, will provide abundantly. It 
is comparatively free from diseases and 
insects and will thrive in any well ma- 
nured soil, though it will take two or 
three manurings to bring out all lettuce 
is capable of. A dusting of bonemeal or 
hardwood ashes at the time of trans- 
planting will prove profitable. 

Lettuce should be cut in the cool of 
the early morning and kept cool till used. 
This insures a crispness and flavor that 
are lost in wilted market lettuce. 

Grand Rapids is a favorite curly loose 
leaf variety which may be sown as early 
as the ground is workable in spring until 
about June 9, It will not produce gatis- 
factorily in summer, but may be sown 
again from Aug. 18 to 31. Sow in drills 
one-half inch deep, three to four seeds 
to the inch, ten inches between rows; if 
intercropped with radishes, twelve 
inches. 

All Season is an excellent home garden 
variety of head lettuce, which may be 
sown continuously for heading from 
early spring ti July 18 and transplanted 
as late as Aug. 18. For use as leaf let- 
tuece it may be sown until Aug. 81. The 
first sowing is made in the hotbed or 
window box during the first half of 
March; later sowings in the nursery bed 
when the ground is workable, in drills, 
‘three to four seeds to the inch, four 
inches between rows. When four leaves 
have developed they are transplanted to 
ten inches apart in the row and twelve 
inches between rows, or better space

For field culture Big Boston™is the fa-

“The two essential parte of a fiscal 
policy are the loan policy and the tax 
policy,” said Prof. Seligmah. “ Al- 
though the Liberty loan has been placed, 
we must confess that it might have been 
more of a success. It was only by the 
almost superhuman efforts, primarily 
on, the part of the much riticised Wall 
street, that the loan was carried

‘ dedi we come to place the addi- 
tional six billions that will be required 
this year it wTl be wise to avoid four 
mistakes associated with the Liberty 
loan. The first is the failure to appeal 
to business motives by making the rate

“The second mistake is to make the 
bonds tax exempt.
